Southward's duties bsgto with mixing the "slip," 


which is actually a mixture of several different kinds of 
day, and water. The slip is poured toto various types of 
piaster molds and is toft to set fur a abort period of time. 
Whs* the slip is dried it is called greenware. The 
greaaware, pliable and aqft, is gently removed from the 
mold and is ready far cleaning. 


Southward turned out several molds of greenware as 


he axpiatoad the different steps te ouktog a finished 
product-* vase, assorted dishes and waataots.

"The firing takes a lot of time: You can't get to a 


hurry." Southward explained. He placed greenware on 
shelves to one of the three kilns to the back shop. The bin 
heats to l,aV degrees and the greeaware remains at that 
temperature for five and a aakf hourt. Then the kiln u 
allowed to cool for at least M hours before the greeaware,

Post-election

Senate Agriculture Committee 
has promised a post-election 
probe of the U.S. wheat sate to 
the Soviet Union, a deal that 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L.

day that if he had known that 
one of his assistants was plan- 
ning to quit and take a Job with 
a major grain exporter, he 
would not have sent him to 
Moscow for agriculture trade 
negotiations.

The tuning of Clarence D. 


Palmby's resignation as assist- 
ant agriculture secretary to be- 
come vice president of Conti- 
nental Grain Co. in New York 
has figured in the grain-trade 
dispute. 


Paknby reportedly contracted 


for an expensive New York 
apartment last April, a day or 
so before leaving for Moscow 
with Buts and other negotia- 
tors. Pabnby finally quit June 
7. 


Had he known that Pabnby 


was buying the New York 
apartment. Bute said, "I would 
not have taken Mr. Pabnby on 
the team." 


He emphasised he was not 


questioning Palmby's Integrity, 
but would have considered it 
unwise to include a departing 
official In the negotiations be- 
cause "in our business, you op- 
erate in a goldfish bowl." 


Pabnby repeatedly has de- 


nied that he carried advance 
information of the Soviet Un- 
ion's massive grain purchases 
to Continental. 


Critics of the deal have al- 


leged that major exporters, in- 
cluding Continental, profited 
from advance knowledge, white 
^farmers w* e kept in the dark 
Mtbek wheat could be bought 
before the large sate pushed 


prices up. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Herman E. 


Talmadge, D-Ga., announced 
Wednesday that the Agriculture 
Committee will undertake a 
probe of the deal as soon as 
possible *fter the Nov. 7 elec- 
tion. 


Talmadge, the committee 


chairman, said members wtB 
try to determine whether Im- 
proper or Illegal practical were 
followed and also will try "to 
correct any weaknesses In our 
procedures which havt appar- 
ently created this controversy.' 


Talmadge questioned the Ag- 


riculture Department's export 
subsidy policy. 


"There Is some question as to 


whether a UN million subsidy 
was needed this year whan no 
other country had significant 
quantities of wheat to offer on 
the world market." ha said.

When the neighbon fiaally 


haled her into court, Mrs. Baxter 
insisted she had a right to cook 
whatever and however the 
pleased. 
But the court ruled that she 


was guilty of committing a nui- 
sance, by maliciously inflicting 
discomfort on others. 


Psychologists tell us that hos- 


lilit'y grows as living space 
shrinks. One of the law's touchier 
tasks is to mediate between 
neighbors at odds. And, as the 
above case indicate*, evil intent 
may make the big difference in 
court. 
This is shown even more 


clearly by the law's changing at- 
titudes toward spite fences. Such 
fences, erected deliberately to 
block off the daylight from a 
neighbor's house, used to be tol- 
erated as a lawful excrete of 
property rights. 


But now they arc forbidden 


almost everywhere. As one court 
commented, in condemning a 
spite fence 11 feel high: 


"The right to enjoy the sun- 


shine is a natural one, and no 
man can shut out the light of 
heaven for no belter reason than 
lo gratify his malice toward his 
neighbor." 
Nonetheless, when we choose 


to live in an urban environment, 
we are also choosing the reason- 
able degree of vexation that goes 
with it. 
la another case, a family had 


a ventilating fan that Mew cook- 
ing smells out of their kitchen, 
in the general direction of the 
house next door. 


But this time, when the neigh- 


bors went to court lo complain, 
the judge look due note of the 
fact thai the houses were 27 feet 
apart. At this distance, he said, 
the degree of annoyance was too 
slight to awaken the law's dis- 
approval. 


The judge said he would not 


interfere "without some evidence 
that (the cooking odors) were 
revolting to a point beyond the 
effect of ordinary neighborhood 
exhalations."

Down in MonticeUo, however, it is 175 pounds of for- 


titude carefully stocked into a 5-10 frame with mystical 
distinguishing traits. 


Ronnie Massanelli, only a sophomore, is one in a recent 


string of small quarterbacks at the University of 
Arkansas at MonticeUo. What may set him apart from 
the others is a great pridefu! attitude. 


H« humbly credits his parents when it comes to being 


classified as a cUan-cut, prideful and dedicated athlete. 


"My pride comes from my family," Massanelli said. 


"AU my life, my parents have taught me how much it 
means to be dedicated and proud. They once told me that 
when I am proud, they are proud. I hope I never let them 
down," he continued. 


Being dedicated to Massanelli means "wanting to win 


and playing to the best of my ability." 


It is no secret that much of the success of UAM's of- 


fense rests on the shoulders of this physical education 
major. 


"He's mature in his thinking," said head football coach 


Bill Groce. "He's young, but respected. H« has con- 
fidence in himself that he can do the job — and that's a 
most important factor in the game of football." 


Massanelli got his big start as a freshman when Groce 


labeled him as the number one quarterback at the start 
of the Weevils' fourth game last fall. 


"I'll never forget that one," Massanelli said. "I was 


thrilled to death. Sure, I had butterflies. Lots of them. 
But that's the way I am before every game. 


••That first season taught me a lot, not only in football, 


but as a person. I feel I can carry a responsibility with a 
great deal of confidence in getting the job done," he 
continued.

Massanelli's throwing talents. UAM has operated from

Dear Dr. Lamb—I am an 


epileptic. I only get seizures 
when I forget to take my 
medication, which I haven't 
forgotten for a long time. I 
started getting seizures when 
I was 12 years old and now 
I am 21. I would like some 
information on Pennsylvania 
laws for driver's licenses. I 
now have one but different 
people have asked me how I 
was allowed to drive a car 
when.I was taking medica- 
tion for epilepsy. I don't know 
how to answer them. I had 
one seizure in the last five 
years and then I forgot to 
take my medication. 


Also, would you please 


print some information on 
drinking. I take Dilantin and 
phenobarbitol. I do not drink 
at all but I was told that if 
I ever did, it would cause 
trouble, because this medica- 
tion and drinks will not mix. 
Is it safe to drink and take 
medication? My mother is a 
regular reader of your col- 
umn and she clips and saves 
aU information on epilepsy 
So keep up the good work 
ami help people to under- 
stand that we learned to live 
with this disease and we are 
normal, not people to be 
feared. 


I am a male and you would 


be surprised to learn that 
once a girl knows I take 
medication for epilepsy, she 
doesn't want to go with me 
any more. 


Dear Reader — All states 


now isaue driver's licenses to 
individuals who have epi- 
lepsy. The standards vary a 
bit and in some states they 
require a doctor's certificate 
but not in all. 


The only concern about 


driving is the question oi 
whether an epileptic wOl 
have a seizure or not, and u 
the person's seizures are well 
controlled and he hasn't had 
one for some period of time 
then ha is considered quite 
safe, not only by the usual 


state laws but alao by the in- 
surance companies that pro- 
vide automobile insurance 
for individuals with these 
problems. Your five years 
record 
with no seizures 
would go a long way towards 
making you a very safe driv- 
er. When you combine this 
with your statement that you 
don't drink at all, it makes 
you a lot safer than a lot of 
the drunks on the highway. 
There are many more high- 
way accidents from alcohol 
than there are from epilepsy. 


There are many problems 


from mixing drugs and al- 
cohol is a drug. Although 
much is known about its un- 
desirable effects on the hu- 
man body, lass is known about 
its undesirable affects when 
it is combined with other 
drugs. However, a number 
of the tranquilizers and 
phenobarbitol, 
mixed with 
alcohol can even be fatal. 
You're wise to avoid using 
alcoholic beverages, and I 
would make the same recom- 
mendation to anyone who 
has to take 
tranquilizers, 
sleeping tablets or any form 
of anticonvulsive medicine. 


No, I wouldn't be sur- 


prised about your problem 
ui dating girls. Don't let that 
stop you. You can look upon 
it as a way of eliminating 
a lot of girls who wouldn't 
be a suitable mate anyway. 
You wouldn't want to be 
married to someone whose
